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Continuation of 5. does NOT piace the appiication in condition for allowance because: the Kaminsky reference discloses that pure 
hydrogen works well in regenerating the adsorbent. Additionally, the examples of Kaminsky indicate that many factors including 
regeneration temperature and time affect the extent of the regeneration. Therefore, contrary to applicant's assertion, it is not clear from 
Kaminsky that one would only use a carbon monoxide-containing reducing gas to increase adsorbent capacity. 
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
